“SUPFLEMENTARY REPORT ON THE ROAD 
- ROUND THE I8LAND. 

The following report: by Messrs Denison 
and Ram, supplementary to that already 
published, was read :—The ‘part of this 
road starting from the reclaimed ground at 
Kennedytown for the first half mile would 
bo very easily made, the ground being com>

$10,000 slready estimated. (See plan A.) 
A great improvement to thé to Stan- 
loy would by a deviation, as shown on, the 
plan marked B, by which the road, instead 
of rising to some 260 feet or more before 
reaching Stanley, would cross a gap a litle 
further to the south at a level of about 
100 feet, Tke new road would, how- 
over, be .a littie over 2 miles in length 
and would cost, porters, $30,000 to make, 
This is not included in the original scheme, 
but might bo carried oub.at-some future 
time. “fhe road from Stanley:to Tytam 
Tuk is fairly level, but requires widening, 
From Tytam Tuk to the Gap thoro is a

“THE SALT OF THE KARTH,' 

DR ¥. W, CLARK AND THE ‘ODD Volumes,’ 

This afternoon, at the City Hall, Dr F. 
W. Clurk, Medical Officor of Health for tho 
Colony, ‘delivered 5 lecture to the Odd 
Volumes, on ‘Tha Salt of the Earth.’ Mr 
H, E. Pollock presided, | 

Dr Clurk said that.at firat sight his choice 
of a title might possibly appear strange to 
them, -but he had reusun tu belivve he 
would-be able to convince them that tho 
salt of which ho spoke, that salt which they 
found on their tables at every meal, was 


.of all others which was most essential to 
mankind. Ho based his remarks upon 
vital, diatetic, medicinal, historical, and 
That substance which 
was Known to the chemist as ‘chloride of; 


sodium,’ to the public.as ‘common sult,’ 


Biblical evidence, 


and to tho geologist, as one of the aqueous 


rocks, formed, as they well knew,. one 
of the most important mineral consti- 
tucnts of sca water, and it was eativmted 
that no less than four and a-half million 
Lcubie miles of sult were, dissolved in the 
sea, Jt was, moreover, distribirted in the 
forin of rocks and beds throughout the en- 
tire habitable globe, while our surface svila 
contained an appreciable amount of salt, 
which might at. times be seen as an eflores- 
cence upon its surface, Beds of salt ace 
curred in ail the sedimentary rocks, and all 
invuviably stratificd, thus, proving . their 
aqueous origin, with interposed beds of 
clay and selenite; but in order that he 
‘might more fully explain the formation of 
these beds he was compelled to give a brief 
sketch of the history of tho formation of 
tho earth. The lecturer then proceeded to 
discuss the yeology of the earth's ervat, and 
touched brietly on the various epochs into 
which scientixts Lave divided the carly 
history of the world in order to ex- 
phin how the earliest beds of salt had 
been formed, and ara now to be found 
at varying depths from the surface 
mingled with the rocks of other periods. 
Many of these beds wero of great thickness 
and must have been thousands: of yoars in 
process of formation, Tius, the salt dicds 
of Cheshire were more than a lundred 
yards in thickness, while others exist of far 
greater thickness than these ; perhaps the 
thickest yet known being a bed at Sporen- 
berg, to the south of Berlin, . discovered 18 
recently as 1870 and which is nine hundred 
yards in’ thickness. 
rook salt known to exist is the salt. range 
of tho Punjab, while one of the’ most 
‘curious depesita is to be found in Spain, 
some forty-five miles north-west of 
Barcelona, on the banks of the Cardova 
Rivor, where is the-famous Cardeva moun- 
tain composed entirely cf rock salt, 
which is worked in open quarries 
like thé granite quarries of Hongkong. 
Wiclitzka, in Poland, is famous for wit 
extensive salt mine in which there is, a 
chapel und divelling-rooms, the furniture 
of which is all made out of rock. salt. 
These mines have been worked since the 
thirteenth century, and still yield no Tess 
than forty-five thousand tons of salt an- 
nually, while the total length of gallerics in 
the mine is said to exceed thirty miles. 
Such salt mines were as a rule perfectly 
dry, and the miners wore healthy and ‘sub- 
ject tu no special inGrmitics ;° in fact an 
atmosphere dupregnated with salt way said 
to be & preservative against colds, rheuma- 
tism and neuralgia, and 


somewhat thirsty race. roughout North 


Amorica were to bo found numerous salt 


springs, whilst the salt deserts of Persia were 

a striking feature of Porsian sconery ; in 

fact Porsia is of all the countries in Asia the 
‘| most abundantly supplied with salt. Per- 
haps the most remarkable featura, how- 
ever, in connection with the carlier deposita 
of rock salt, was their frequent association 
with bitumon.and petroloum, beds of which 
wore almost invariably found at no great 
distance from the salt beds, while on the 
borders of Tibet and China were a number 
of salt wells, with the: remarkable accom- 
animent of springs of inflammable gas. 
Salt beds, like all other aqucous rocks, 
might still be seen in process of formation, 
as for instance on the shores of the Caspian 
Sea, where & number of natural basina 
might be seen presenting every degree of 
saline concentration and formed originally 
by the silting up of tho sca shore 
with river deposita. By the process of 
evaporation the brine ually became 
more and more concentrated, and thus 
one saw hero a basin with a thin layer 
of salt upon its shores, there another with 
its floor hidden by a thick layer of rose- 
coloured crystals like a pavement of marble, 
whilo a third might exhibit a compact mass 


and a fourth had lost all its water, and the 
stratum of salt left behind was now covered. 
by sand and mud. © Dr Clark dealt in detail 
with the chemical compounds of ¢ommon 
salt, and the presence of minerals in rock 
salt, aud passed ov to describe tho methods 
hy which salt is obtained for the use ‘of 
man. Tho salt trade of England was of 
such importance that it hada Chamber. of 
Jommmerce to itself, founded in 1858, to 
guard the interests of the manufacturers 
and’ td open out new markets ia for- 
eign countrics, and euch good work had 
this chamber ‘accomplished that the on- 
nual output’ of salt by.Great Britain had 
now reached almost three million tons, the 
great bulk of whith is exported to almost 
every country in the world. Salt had al- 
ways been lookod upon by Governments as 
an admirable source of revenue, and vary- 
¢ng dities had been charged upon It in 
Great -Britsio: from 1702 to 1825, when it 
wos finally abolished. In India the sale 
and manufacture of salé until about thirty 
years ago was a Government mohopdly, 
and the duty varied in different districts, 
| raising & revenue of some five or six mil- 
lions sterling per annum, In 1863 the tax 
was equalised throughout the different pro- 
vinces, .and. the wermment monopaly 
abolished, so. that now tha natives can ob- 
.tain salt at about a penny’ pound, and 
yet the public revenuc has not suffered, for 
the salt duty still yieldssovon million pounds

In barbarous 
timen the deprivation of sall was regarded 
as the mast extreme penalty the law could 
inilict, and criminals convicted of murder‘ 
were frequently condemned to imprisons 
ment ina dangeon and supplied only with: 
water and bread made without salt—the 
effect of such a dict upon the, human con- 
stitution being te produce 4 loathesome 
and most painful:death within a very short 
time, Salted mont was less nutritious, 
however, thin fresh meat by one half. ° 
From 1 medivinal point of yiow salt was of 
great value.in many ways, Most of them 
know thé old wonian's remedy of a hot dry 
lag of salt for toothache-and very sooth- 
ing it was he warranted. Every candidate 
for the St. John’s Ambulance Association 
badge would also know how valuable salt 
Was us an euietic in the form of 4 tenspoons 
fal dissolved in a tumblor of warm water 
in tho treatment of cnses' of poisoning es- 
pecially by alcohol, while all mothers knew, « 
tho value of salt as avermifuge for children.

THE EXPLOSION AT PAKNAM. 
CAMBODIAN DESERTAMGS ULOWN ‘10, “PIECES. 

*. . , Bangkok, March 24, 

This morning we received further inforuia- 
tion ou the explosion at-the Chula Fort at 
Paknam which, though diitering in almost 
every detail from the official report of the 
affair, we do not think it fair.to withhold 
from the public, Our informant is in an 
exceptional position to ell informed, 
aud in his communication he is backed up 
by several witnesses, It must be remeni- 
| bored that we ure in no position to verify 
the appended details. On Sunday morning 
last—a representative of the Siam Free 
Press went to Paknam and attempt- 
ed to proceed to the scene of the 
disaster there to view aud ‘Letter describe 
the eifects of the explosion. He way uvt 
permitted to proceed by the authorities, so 
-{that any information except of ‘a strictly 
oBicial character has not been obtainable. 
- While, however, inno Way questioning the 
Accuracy on good faith of the ullicial com- 
munigud, wo publish the following state- 
ments which are alleged to’ be tho actual 
facts.as gleaned from many* witnesses of 
the Paknam disaster. — 

‘Your information on the disaster at 
Poknam has not been s0 accurate na your 
gencrul news on‘ Siamese affairs, The 
explosion at Paknem is far worse then is 
likely to be admitted to the outside public 
by the Siameso authorities. Instead of 12 
killed, as reported by the Bangkok papers, 
there were 17 killed. And since yesterday 


~ "lL hear that two of the wounded have died 


at Wang Lang Hospital, bringing the num- 
bor of killed up to 19, 
» ‘I have also learned that theso poor devils 
were iinprisuned at the time of the ex- 
plosion and that many of them had chains 
heirlogs and were lodged in cells ad- 
ing the powder niagaziue. Many among 
them were Cambodians .who had been ar- 
rested atid imprisoned for desertion. Near. 
Jy all of the Cambcdians killed were French 
protégés, who had refused tu serye.at the 
Siamese Arsenal and who had been sent 
to Paknam. for such refysil. Their jailer 
was blown to pieces with the rest. 

‘There were, it appoars, about 76 tang of 
powder in the magazine, wud the force of 
this quantity of powder oxplod'ny yave 
frighttul results. Nearly every ynfortuna:a 
victim wus horribly mangled, ; Heads and, 
arms were blown off by the Vidlence of tho 
shock, aud tie dead bodies were torn and 
distorted beyond ull chance of recognition. 
Eyo-witnosses describe the scéne as awful 
in the extreme. 

‘It ia not correct to state that the fort 
Phra ‘Chula Chom Kiav has escaped 
uninjured, Np less than four of the eight
